warm to unseasonably cool aro char- 
acteristics of the Venus 
perturba- 


tions, und when there- Venus periods 
fall In tho month of. May, the wildest 
electrical storms are often followed 
by surprising changes to cold

frost. 


The next roturn of storm condi- 


tions will be from the 20th to 2Hd. 
If your barometer Is low—a 
thing 


most likely nt this time—accept the 
Indication ns a .warning of dangerous 
storms and govern yourself accord- 
ingly.

POWDER PLAYS 


GREAT HAVOC 


Six Kegs of Blasting Powder Cost Four Men 


Their Lives—Two Score Burned. 


VICTIMS SUFFER GREAT AGONY 


Daring Rescue of the Victims by Fellow Workers—Awful 


Scenes at the Place of the Accident 


Late Yesterday.

Spark Ignites Powder. 


The cause of the disaster In tho 


mine WUH the explosion of six kegs 
of gunpowder, which was to bo used 
for blasting purposes. 
Tho gunpow- 


der was being lowered Into the mine 
when a spark from an electr'— wire 
communicated with It. 


There was n terrific explosion, the 


sound of which was heard for miles 
around, and then smoko and flames 


iicd from tho niouth of the shaft, 


while Bcordisd 
and 
bleeding men 


rushed out of the mine, their clothes 
ablazo. . 


All of tho minors wnro not able to 


escape from tho pit unassisted, how- 
ever. 
Tho explosion occurred near 


tho mouth of tho shaft, and the wood- 
work In the.mine having become Ig- 
nited, n wall of flamo separated forty 
of tho men In the underground pass- 
ageways from outer air ami safety. 
Caught 
In 
n veritable Inferno, the 


miners, most of whom h.id been In- 
jured by tho explosion, struggled to 
sustain 
life 
until rescuers 
could 


reach them. 


Miners Are Brave. 


Fortunately they did not have to 


•wait long. As soon ns tho panic oc- 
casioned by tho explosion hud ended 
the miners who had reached the sur- 
Tace started to relievo their comrades 
liurled below. They wore encouraged 
In their efforts by tho frantic wives 
of tho Imprisoned miners, who, rush- 
Ing to tho mouth of the shaft ns. soon 
as they heard tho noise of the explo- 
sion, urged on tho rescuers. 


Some of tho women would have en- 


:ered the mine themselves If they had 
not been prevented from doing so by 
Lbo mlntors, who would not permit 
ihem to venture Into what they be- 
lieved to be a death chamber. 


.While thcj: fosred for the-women. 


tho 'Vjlners .'did' 'iiot Tear *for them- 
selves. 
Men who had, been Injured 


by tho explosion Joined *vlth tho oth- 
ers who had escaped unhurt In an at- 
tempt to reach their dying comrades. 
While tho flames wore still forming* a 
barricade between tho burled 
men 


and those outside the rescuers forced 
their way past tfio blazing timbers 
Into tho passageways In'which they 
knew tho entombed men had bccti at 
work. 


Run Gantlet of Fire. 


The clothes of the rescuers caught 


fire, their llesh was scorched, and- the 
lialr of their eyebrows and eyelashes 
singed, but they persisted In tholr duty 
to their fellow workmen. Groping 
their way through the smoke, which 
almost suffocated them, they finally 
reached tho Injured .men. With tho 
assistance of some of thosu -who could 
walk the rescuers picked up the main- 
eil workmen and again run the guulet 
of tire. 
One by one the Injured men 


were carried from tho niouth of tho 
pit, to bo tenderly cared for and nursed 
by their grief utrlckcn wives and 
relatives. 


While sumo of tho miners had been 


engaged In the rescue work others 
had been engaged In quenching the 
llames. Before tho last injured miner 
had been carried from the mine the 
flro was out, and tho work of 'carrying 
out the Injured wna rendered simple. • 


Tho four nlon who were Instantly 


killed by the explosion wore In that 
part of the mine In which tho cxplo-,, 
slim occurred. 
Their, bodies were 


mangled 'almost beyond'recogriltion. ''" 


Powder'Man Is Killed. .. 


John Miller, who had charge of the< 


powder that caused tho explosion, was ' 
one of tho killed, and to tho manner la • 
which the accident occurred will prob- 
ably never bo known. 


There are.several theories as to how 


tho explosion occurred. 
Tho most 


genenernlly accepted of these Is that. 
Miller had taken six kegs of blasting 
powder Into tho lift which carries the 
men down to work. 
When the lift 


reached the bottom ho Is supposed to 
have tailed to distribute the'powder 
Immediately. 


In tho meantime tho' men who opcr-. 


aled the machinery believed that tho 
powder had been distributed and turn- 
ed on tho electric power whlrti runs 
tho machinery located near tho lift. 
A spark'from one of tho electric wires 
Is thought to liavo communicated with 
Hie powder and the explosion followed. 


Miller's body was the first to uo 


found by tho men who entered the 
* 


pit to rescue tho Injured. 
It'Was lit- 


erally torn to piores. Near 'Miller's 
body wan found that of Evan Williams. 
Four Injured men and two more dead 
ones were found wlthlu a "few,foot of 
Williams and the man who had charge . 
of tho powder.

from land to put the captured crew on 
.shore he did not hesitate to make them 
walk the plank, n favorite device ot 
pirates whenever they hnd no conven- 
ient way of disposing of their prisoners.

He soon be- 
came a greedy robber and a cruel con 
queror.
